Such phrases as this in description of the Becks 
popped out of the brewing company’s files as the Senate 
Rackets Inv estigating Committee pursued the question 
of whether Dav e Beck SFTlhisused his power as president 
of the giant Teamsters Union for personal gain.

WASHINGTON UP — Congres­ 
sional leaders reported today that 
President Eisenhower is scaling 
down 
the 
administration’s 
pro­ 
jected 
$4,400,000,000 
foreign 
aid 
program to $3,8 8 0,000,000. 
Leaders of both parties gav e 
newsmen the rev ised figure after 
they had conferred with Eisen­ 
hower at the White House for 
about 90 minutes. They said $2,- 
8 00,000,000 will be sought for mili­ 
tary assistance and $1,08 0,000,000 
for economic aid. 
The bulk of the economic assis­ 
tance would be offered in 
the 
form 
of long-term 
low 
interest 
loans. 
A reduction in the foreign aid 
request was forecast by the Presi­ 
dent April 18 . He told Congress 
then that new spending authority 
for m ilitary assistance could be 
reduced by 500 million dollars. 
Chairman Russell (D-Ga) of the 
Senate Armed Serv ices Committee 
said the President made “ a strong 
appeal” against any further re­ 
duction of the foreign aid program 
and on behalf of the adm inistra­ 
tion’s total $71,8 00,000,000 budget 
for the fiscal year starting July 1. 
Eisenhower was said to hav e 
repeated pretty 
much 
what 
he 
told a news conference yesterday 
—that 
there can be no m ajor 
spending cuts until world tension 
eases. 
Senate Democratic Leader Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson of Texas said Ei­ 
senhower’s defense of his foreign 
aid program and the budget gen­ 
erally was “inspiring.” 
In adv ance of the W’hite House 
discussion, Johnson had said th t 
Democrats will not “play politics” 
with the adm inistration’s foreign 
aid program .

This came from John L. Wil­ 
son o£ St. Louis, executiv e v ice 
president of .Anheuser-Busch, who 
said it was “ apparent” his com­ 
pany gav e fav ored treatm ent to 
Beck’s son as the part owner of 
one of its beer distributorships.

Sexton was pick« i up early to­ 
day by East Gary police shortly 
after his arriv al in Po rter County 
to v isit a nephew. 
Sexton was pointed out to Dep- 
uty Marshal Harold O’Rourke by 
two housewiv es who were neigh­ 
bors of the nephew. Jam es Sexton. 
The 
nephew 
had 
warned 
his 
neighbors his uncle might try to 
v isit him. 
Police said Sexton has denied 
any knowledge of the killings. 
Sheriff Bill Hyde of Paragould, 
Ark., and State Trooper Bill Read 
said steps would 
be taken im­ 
mediately to attem pt to extradite 
the man arre.stcKl in Gary. 
.A w arrant for Sexton on the 
m urder charge was issued yester­ 
day by .Municipal Judge George 
Thiel at the request of Prosecutor 
Terry Shell. The dynamiting oc­ 
curred Tuesday. 
Last night at Little Rock, Alton 
Bryant, special agent in charge of 
the FBI office there, said federal 
agents had charged Sexton with 
“ unlawful flight to av oid prosecu­ 
tion for the crime of m urder.”

“ I hav e not talked to Mr. Brom- 
jwich for a long time and I hav e 
no knowledge of the possibility of 
his resignation,” Wangelin said. 
The Post-Dispatch said Hocker 
had been mentioned to Wangelin 
10 days ago as a possible succes­ 
sor to Bromwich and that the state 
chairman was considering it. 
Bromwich has serv ed one year 
of his four year term as national 
committeeman. 
He has been a controv ersial fig­ 
ure among Missouri Republicans 
after lending support to a mov e­ 
ment to drop Vice President Rich­ 
ard Nixon from the Republican 
ticket last Nov ember. 
There has been a factional fight 
among 
M i s s o u r i Republicans 
which was blamed by some for 
Missouri’s poor Republican show­ 
ing in the last national election. 
Missouri was the only state ex­ 
cept those in the Deep South going 
for Democrat candidate Aldai E, 
Stev enson. 
Missourians also re - elected a 
Democratic 
senator, 
Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr., and a Democratic 
gov ernor, Jam es T. Blair. 
The Post-Dispatch said a Brom­ 
wich resignation would be partly 
due to a desire to end the faction­ 
al dispute and partly because of 
his recent election as president of 
Sterling Aluminum Products Inc., 
of St. Louis, which would require 
much of his time. 
Alcorn has listed the Missouri 
feuding as a problem he must 
solv e if the Republicans stand a 
chance to gain control of Congress 
next year. He succeeded Leonard 
W Hall as national chairman Feb. 
1. 
The Post-Dispatch said Alcorn 
reportedly said Hocker would be 
acceptable as a replacement for 
Bromwich.

T hanks U. S. Fo r 
Aid In Address To 
Congress Today 


WASH I N G T 0 N (AP) — 
President Ngo Dinh Diem 
told Congre.ss today South 
Viet Nam, not yet two years 
old, is in a more critical po­ 
sition than any other free 
Asian country. But he pledg­ 
ed 
to 
continue 
the fight 
against communism. 
In a speech prepared for a joint 
session of Congress, he thanked 
the United States for its moral 
and m aterial aid. 
“ .My people appreciate both its 
great import and its profound sig­ 
nificance,” he said. 
Diem’s appearance before Con­ 
gress 
followed 
a 
meeting 
with 
P r e s i d e nt Eisenhower at the 
White House to discuss means to 
safeguard Diem’s strategic South­ 
east Asian country. 
In his speech, the Vietnamese 
leader said the .Asian people are 
no longer resigned and passiv e, 
but are impatient and eager to re­ 
duce 
their 
“ immense 
technical 
backwardness.” 
“They clamor for a rapid and 
immediate e c o no m i c dev elop­ 
m ent,” he added. “The leaders of 
.Asia, 
whatev er their ideologies, 
are all faced with the tragic ur­ 
gency of the economic and social 
problems of their countries.”

Liars, h e say s, .salt th eir talk with su ch 
ex pressio ns as. “I’ll swear o n a stack o f 
Bibles,” o r “May I be stru ck dead if I’m 
no t telling th e tru th .” Th u s th e speaker 
h o pes to lend fo rce to statements h e 
“kno ws are false.

3. Bo a.sting o f High Mo ral Ch aracter— 
Th e .same psy ch o lo gical mo tiv atio n as 
with swearing is inv o lv ed in th e u se o f 
ex pressio ns .such as “I nev ft* tell a lie,” 
“I am a v ery religio u s man,” o r I co u ld 
nev er h av e do ne ,such a th ing.” 
4 “No t Th at I Remember”—Time and 
again, say s Inbau , h e h as h eard th e.se 
identical wo rds repeated by gu ilty su s­ 
pects. 
Mo st perso ns find it easier to tell a h alf 
lie th an a wh o le o ne, Inbau h as disco v ­ 
ered. 
Th u s th e liar co mpro mises o n 
“no t th at 1 remember” wh en reply ing to 
qu estio ns related to specific facts o r 
ev ents. 
5. Pu lsatio n o f th e Caro tid Arterie.s— 
Th e.se two arteries pass u p th e th ro at o n 
eith er side o f th e Adam’.s apple. 
Th eir 
accelerated th ro bbing o ften acco mpanies 
a lie, alth o u gh th e reactio n can be merely 
an indicatio n o f nerv o u s temperament. 
Perh aps th ese ru les may no t h elp 
mu ch in th e qu est fo r tru th , bu t su rely 
th ey will go a lo ng way s to ward spo tting 
th e designing liar, y ea, ev en th e teller
